THE C.N.R. STATION SITE 

The mecting of the business men of 
Edmonton which was called to consider 
the question of raisir'g ihe money for 
the Canadian Northern railway site, 
took place yesterday at four o'clock 
in the council chamber. The meeting 
proved that Edmon:on business min 
‘are alive to the imterests of their 
towa 

Mayor Short spoke first and gave an 
account of his mission to Winnipeg. He 
read a letier from Mr. C. C. Chipman, 
commissioner of the Hudgon’s Bay 
Company, offering the 68 acres for $25,- 
030. A rebate of $5.000 will b= given 
by the company and the C. N. R. Co. 
will give $5,000. This makes ihe cost 
of the land to the town of Edmonton, 
$15,000. Mr. Short explained that Mr. 
Gallagher and himself had had several 
interviews with the C. N. R. officials 
regarding the station site. The C. N. 
R. Co. have definitely promised in re- 
turn for the site in Kdmonion to 
make Edmonion the only divisional 
peint for work sbops between Winni- 
peg and the coast. 

Mr. Galiagher, who accompanied Mr. 
Short to Winnipsg, was then called 
upon, and in a few words seoended the 
remarks made by Mayor Short,
